WHY USE FERTILIZER? 

Yield increase is not the only 
basis on which use of fertilizers 
should he judged. Dr. C. F. Bent¬ 
ley, Associate Professor of Soils at 
the University of Alberta, suggests 
that this belief is neither realistic 
nor fair to the fertilizer. 

Sometimes overlooked is the ef¬ 
fect of fertilizer on ripening. 
Earlier maturing grain crops 
usually follow use of a phosphate 
fertilizer. This earliness may vary 
from three to ten days depending 
on rainfall and temnerature. hut

The Laborer's H 


A career as a leader of labor unions may not have 
much appeal for the average youth, but in the United 
States, at least, it can produce handsome financial re¬ 
wards. Recently “Fortune” published an article on 
union organization, in which the salaries of presidents 
of leading unions were listed. The highest salary shown 
was that of George M. Harrison, president of the rail¬ 
way clerks, who gets $60,000 a year. Nearly in the 
same salary bracket were David McDonald, who gets 
$50,000 annually from his steelworkers, and John L. 
Lewis, whose mineworkers contribute tJhe same 
amount to him. Ninteen other union presidents in the 
list draw salaries ranging from $25,000 up to $55,000. 
All these, as well as the comparatively poor ones like 
Walter Reuther, who gets only $22,000 a year, are 
treated quite liberally in the matter of expenses, 
which amount for some to almost as much as the 
salaries they draw. 

The unions that pay these salaries are nearly all in¬ 
ternational, which means that Canadian members are 
contributing a share of their weekly wages to help pay 
them. Perhaps they are contented with the situation, 
and are convinced that the salaries are earned. Yet, 
as Canadians, they have no chance qf working up to 
the presidency of their union than they have of being 
elected president of the United States. A Canadian 
might become head of the Canadian branch of his 
union, but probably p.t a much lower scale of salary 
and expense allowances than his big boss gets. He 
would not have the opportunities for lucrative side¬ 
lines by which some union leaders in the United States 
can add to their earnings. 

When unions, many years ago, were small and 
struggling, there might have been some advantage to 
Canadians in the foreign connection. It is worth con¬ 
sidering, now that the connection is virtually foreign 
domination, whether the advantage might not now lie 
in becoming independent, and saving the wage tribute 
that flows southward across the border.

The Case of The Curious Milkipan 

The Case of the Curious Milkman may be said to 
have begun in Winnipeg just 10 years ago this month 
with the man in question losing his job. 

He lost it, not because his’employers were in any 
way dissatisfied with him (quite the contrary), but 
because he had fallen foul of a handful of his fellow 
unionists. It wasn’t that he didn’t pay dues or other¬ 
wise exhibited disinterest in the affairs or the union; 
the trouble was that he was too interested. 

He wanted to know what happened to union dues 
(this was in 1947 — and his was a Teamsters’ Local), 
and he was critical, at Local meetings, of sloppy ad¬ 
ministration on the part of the officials. Clearly, he 
was a tiresome individual, and something had to be 
done about him. So the executive committee of the 
Local “suspended” him. 

It then advised the company — “ordered” might 
be a better word — that the recalcitrant member 
could no longer be employed since the Local had a 
union shop agreement which required that all company 
employees must be union members “in good standing.” 

Unfortunately for the executive, the milkman 
fought back; the members of the Local gave him their 
backing and refused to ratify the “suspension” de-

his job. So he fought back some more. He sued both 
the executive committee and the Local for damages 
in the provincial courts. And the courts, in due time 
upheld him, declaring the suspension to have been 
without authority and therefore null and void. 

He was further declared to have been the victim 
of civil wrong on the part of the defendants, and he 
was duly awarded damages to the tune of $5,000. 

By now the case had assumed the character of a 
veritable David and Goliath battle: the milkman 
versus the mighty International Brotherhood (!) of 
Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Warehousemen & Helpers of 
America. This was rebellion that had to be fought 
right down the line, lest it be followed by others. 
The defendants appealed. 

Eventually, the . case reached the Supreme Court 
of Canada. Its decision, lately handed down: endorse¬ 
ment of the lower court’s judgement, together with 
some blistering comment about “the corruptions of 
power,” rt the demanding of unquestioning loyalty,” 
and the “domination of strong personalities.” 

The milkman had won. It had taken him 10 years 
but he’d won. And it is a win for free men everywhere, 
who must ever cherish and maintain their fundamental

Thistles have become in a very short time our 
No. 1 noxious weed in this part of Alberta, unless in 
the opinion of some wid oats should occupy that ex¬ 
alted position. Our Agricultural Service Board feels 
that for the next few months a special campaign on 
the control of thistles should be conducted. We feel 
that the control of thistles is not achieved by trying 
to destroy them after they have matured in a crop, 
but their control for next year and the year after 
should be commenced now by better farming and cul¬ 
tivation practices and then by chemical control after 
the crop is growing if it shows signs of becoming 
weedy. 

The first of these series of short talks on thistle 
control is written by K. H. Walker, District Agricul¬ 
turist of Wheatland Municipality adjacent to us on 
the north and appears elsewhere in this issue, others 
will follow by various authorities on the problem, and 
we also hope to have the experiences of practical 
farmers themselves who have been successful in con¬ 
trolling and eradicating these very unpopular per¬ 
ennials, Canada and Sow Thistles.
